ISABELLA WINE. 

It has become generally known, among my 
friends and acquaintance, that last season I 
made n quantity of svine from the Isabella 
grape: in eonsequciico of which I have had 
numerous applications within two or three 
weeks lo furnish the receipt by which I made 
the wine. I have only refrained heretofore 
from publishing it from the knowledge of my 
own inexperience in the inolter, and I would 
now refer enq'iireri lo that excellent svork of 
Mr. Adlum, of Ucorgelostn, O. C. and also lo 
the translation of a French work ofTbieubaut 
De Bemeaud, piihlislied by Mr, Canfield ofN 
York, where full information may be found on 
the cultivation of tho vine, and (be manufac¬ 
ture of wine. 

I feel it a duly, however, to give a statement 
of my process last season, which was suc¬ 
cessful in yielding me fifty gallons of excel¬ 
lent wine, from a grape which is Incoming 
very plentiful among us, and which I had not 
known to have been fairly tested as a wine 
grape. 

1st. I gathered (lie grapes when well ripe and 
dry, but did not cxclude'^reen and unripe 
grapes, ner pick them from the stems. 

2. Cniib and bruise them in any way without 
breaking the seed. If the skin of (lie gra 
is only broken, it it sufficient, as t 
pulp will dissolve during the first fermenta 
tion. 

3. Put the must (or pumice) into an open cask 
or vessel, (which 1 shall call a vat) nnd stir 
it well during the first day, keeping it cov¬ 
ered over the (op with a cloth. 

4. The must will raise in the vat for three or 
four days, and when it has ceased to rite, 
(he liquor must be drawn from the hollom 
of the vat as long as it will run.

TURKISH CURE FOR FOUNDER IN 
HORSES 

Letter from Commodore Porter, •American 
Charge drs AfTnirs at Comitantinonle, to (be 
editor of the Sporting Magazine—On the e<i 
rioua treatment ofFounderin Horses, byTur 
kish Veterinary Surgeons.

188-j. Dear Sir—There are faw Sitilora who 
are “judges of horse flesh." and I make no 
pretensions to (hat sort of knoivicilge. I'am 
going, however, to relate what I have seen; 
it'it IS wortli knowing, it is well; if not, it isi 
(he easiest thing in the world to throw Ibis in 
the fire. 

Sometime ago I bought a very good horse 
in the bazaar, for which 1 paid 90U piastres, 
or BO dollars. Some tboWght ho was dear, at 
that price, as you may for five or six hundred 
piastres, buy here such a horse as no gentle¬ 
man need be ashamed to mount; however. 1 
was much pleased with my bargain. On my 
removal from Ouyurdine to Ibu place, the 
horse was rode ver^ hard, and on hit arrival 
at Top Thana, a distance of f4 6r 15 miles, 
was permitted to stand in Ihe cold wind and 
rain two houis, without being rubbed down 
or walked about; consequently he became 
foundered in the right fore leg, to that he 
could scarcely walk. 

1 sent for a Turkish farrier, the one who at¬ 
tends the Sultan’s hones. He immediately 
pronounced the herae foundered, and said Iro 
mutt be bled in Ihe inside of (he diseased leg. 
He put a nipper on bit nose to keep him stea 
dy, (hen look up the leR leg, and crossing it 
over the right, gave it to an nttendanl; he then 
■truck bis lancet into the vein a little above 
the fetlock joint, and took-from it about llireo 
and a half pounds of blood—the rein bled ve 
ry freely. He now said be bad taken enough; 
he then went in the very opposite aide of (lie 
leg, and striking bit lancet lolo a vein above 
(he knee joint, a single drop of blood exuded; 
and both tlinl and Ihe first opened vain inslant 
ly eeased bleeding. 'l*here may be no novel¬ 
ty in this, but it curtainl)r astonished me to 
find, that opening two veins in the tanae limb 
would slop both from bleeding; such, however, 
it the fact,for I witnessed it. 

He desired that Ilia horse should rest the 
next day, (hat be s'lould then bo rede with 
great violance until he was in a profuse per¬ 
spiration, the ditcaacd firob then to be rubbed 
with wet salt, (to which I added a pint of hot 
brand,) then rubbed dry, and walkad about 
until cool, and covered with blankets; and the 
s^e proceu to be ropoated next day, which 
trat done, and all lameucat from tliat time dis¬ 
appeared—the horse the Ihird day after the 
lirtl rubbing was perfectly well.

PERILS OF FUR TRAPPING. 

The Missouri Beacon publishes the subjoin 
ed letter fruai Mr. Sublette, detailing bis ad¬ 
ventures during his last trip lu Ibe Rocky 
Mountsins. in c'liinectiun with (bis subject, 
tlic same paper remarks— 

During the operations uf .Mr. Sublette in 
the mountains he has met with repeated at- 
(aoifs from uur old and inveterate enemies, 
the Blackfeot; but by his culncss, discretion 
and judgment, bus never failed tu lunko them 
suffer sevarely fur their loracrity and ill-advis¬ 
ed hostility. In the summer of 18JI, Mr. S. 
and bis party were attacked by about 150 
warriors of that nation. After a long und se¬ 
vere fight the enemy retiied. with the loss of 
about 30 killed, ami a greater number woun¬ 
ded. The loss Hiist.Ained by Mr. Sublette’s 
parly, wat very inconsiderable. 

VVe arc gratified to learn that Mr. S. has 
determined lo liiscontinue bis mountain excur¬ 
sions, and lucato himself in the immediate vi¬ 
cinity of Ibis place, wlicrc wo hope he may 
long enjoy the fruits ol bis toilsome and lauda¬ 
ble exertions.

Lexinoton, Mo. Sept. 21,1833. 
Gelt. W. H. Ashley: 

Dear Sir:—I left the settlements on the 13th 
May, and on the 2d of July, on the bead of 
the Colorado of tlie West, a parly of the 
Blackfeot Indian* eiidoavorod to enter my 
camp at night, but finding a strong guard a- 
round it they thought it dangerous; and after 
toeuriiig some loose horses,avhicb on accuunt 
of being too poor for service, were not kept in 
the encampment, and finding they could got 
no more they fired on us and immediately ran 
utl 'i'ho only injury sustained was twu mules 
slightly wounded. 

I arrived on the waters oflbe Columbia riv¬ 
er on (hq4lb of July, und on lliq 8tli at tbo 
rondexvoue oflheltocky Mountain Huntera, 
on (h« Colombia river, west of the Three Tc' 
(oD Mountains. 

On the 18th July, about six miles from my 
camp, an engagement took place between a 
small parly of whites, who had started for 
Ibeir hunliug ground the day before, and a

"Siiieo 1 ivruto to yon my last letter, 1 have 
been so much engaged in Uie amusements of 
the cuuiitry, and ui the use of my |>cncil, that 
I have been unable to drop you a line until the 
present uioiilb. Before 1 let you into (he 
|ilcusurcs and umusemunts of Ihi* delighifol 
country, however, I must hastily travel with 
yua over Iho tedious journey uffl.UUO miles, 
from St. Louis, over which distance one is u 
liligcd lo 'lass before he reaches (hi* place. 
Thu .Missouri is perhaps different from all u 
(her rivers ia (he world 'I'hero is a terror in 
its waters which we sensibly feel the momoiit 
we enter into it frum (he Mississipjii. From 
(be mouth oflbe Yellow Stone to the mouth 
uf the Missouri, it swoeiii ofl! in one unceasing 
current, und in the whole distance there is 
•scarcely a resting place. Owing lo Ihe con¬ 
tinual lulling of its alluvial bunks, its water is 
always turbid and opaque, having mure (|ie 
appcuranco fin color) of a cup ot chocolate, 
than any thing else I cun think of I have 
made experiments with a piece of silver, ami 
also with a shell, which is u much whiter sub 
stance, and have ascertained (hut they cannot 
tie discovered through the sixteenth part of an 
inch of (be water. 

Fur the distance of about 1,000 miles from 
St Louis, the shores of (he river, and in ma 
ny place* the whole bed of the stream, are till- 
Vnl with snugs, trees of (he largest size, which 
have been undermined by Ibe falling banks, 
tlieir roots becoming fastened in the bottom uf 
the river, and lops pointing down Ihe stream, 
form a must frigbtl'ul and discouraging pros 
pect for the adventurous voyager. Almost 
every island and bar is covered with huge 
piles of those floating trees; and when the ri 
ver is high it is almost impossible for tbo boat 
to proceed, in consequence of (he continued 
rails of this iiialerixl, wli'icb almost literally 
cover (he surface of the water- With wlial 
pionriety we might call it (he "River Styx," I 
wilt not undertake to say, but uoiliiiig eouM 
be more appropriate lhau lo denominate it the 

River ol ^iekt." I'be scene is not all lu 
dreary, fur Ihe eye is delightfully relieved (he 
moment you glance it over the beautiful prai¬ 
rie, most of Ibe way gracefully sloping down 
lo Ihe water's edge, carpeted with Ibe deejiesi 
green, and in distance •oliening into velvet 
of^be richest hues, entirely beyond the reach 
of the artist’s pencil.

I shall devote a future letter entirely to th« 
costume and domestic habit* peculisr lo 
nation, where you will be able to get a detail¬ 
ed account, and form a correct idea of tbo 
beauty of their dross and deportment. 

A* far as my Irarel* have yet led me into 
the Indian country, I have more than realixed 
ray former predictions, “that those Indian* 
who could be found most entirely in • state of 
nature, without the least knowledge ofciviliz. 
ed society, would be found to be (be most 
cleanly in (heir persons—elegant in their dresa 
and manners, and enjoying life to the great¬ 
est perfection." 

Every one of those red sons of the forest. 
(or rather Ihe prairie.j is a knight, and a lord; 
his squaw* are bis slavri. Tho only things 
which l»! deems worthy of his exertions, is to 
mount his siiorliog steed with his (loiv and 
quiver slung, his arrow shield upon his arm, 
und bis long lance glistening in the war par¬ 
ade—or, divested of all his plume* and trap¬ 
ping-, armed with his simple bow and quiver, 
to (iliinge hia aleed umoniyst the flying hards of 
biiff.iloes, and with bis sinewy bow, wbitb h» 
never bends in vain, to dive deep in life's foun¬ 
tain Ibe whizzing arrow. Tho buff.du herd* 
which always graze upon these beautiful prai¬ 
ries ill countless numbers, afl'ord them abun¬ 
dance of meat; and su much is it preferred to 
all other, (hat (he deer, (lie elk, and (he ante- 
lope, sport u|K>n Ihe prairies in herds in tbo 
greatest security, as tha Indians never kill 
(liein unless they want (heir skin fur a dress. 

Whenever Mr. M'Kciizie’s icehouse is near¬ 
ly empty of beef, be starts with three or four 
men on horseback, with two or three earls 
following at a distance, and oflentime* wilbin 
view of lha furl, if Hot, wilbin a mile or two, 
they will ride amongst a band of them, and iu 
a lew minute* kill ten or twelve of (hem, se¬ 
lecting Ibe fattest of the herd. These scenes 
are exceedingly spirited and beautiful, fur¬ 
nishing decidedly the finest subject* for Ibe 
iiencil of any sporting scene* in Ibe world.— 
The horse* in this country are til trained to 
it, and know exactlji bow to.approacb the an¬ 
imal, without being guided by Ihe bit. X 
short light gun is usm for the purpore; the ri¬ 
der guide* his horse at full speed, uatil be has 
selected the object of his prey, he directs hit 
burse to it, then drops bis bridle, and the horse

CHARLF.S CA'KROLL IS N0A10REI 

The last nj' the Signtra is dead! The only 
remaining link which cuiiiiccled this genera¬ 
tion with the past, with that illuslrioiit race of 
statesmen, pkilaiilhropists and patriots, Ihe 
founders of American Independence, and the 
benefactors of the world, qow, end for til timo 


Gmiiil; and thence to one uf ihe best insiiDi- 
lions in Franca/or the study of civil law. Af¬ 
ter becoming well versed in Ihia feience, Ike 
passed over lo London, and commcnceil hia 
lerni at Ihe Temple, fur Ihe aliidy of coniniun 
I >w. After finishing his studies anil his Irav- 
cla, he returned to his niitive land at the ripe 
.ago of twenty-seven. At this period the dis¬ 
cussions lietwecn the mother country anil the 
colonics cuinmenccd, and were .soon afler car¬ 
ried on with great w.xrmlh. Mr. Carroll did 
not hesitate, but took sides with the lovers uf 
lihiTly. 

lIu’wicMrda ready pen,nml was soon known 
ns one ofthe tnost powerful political writers 
ill iMarylnnd. lie foresaw early that an np- 
pe.il lu ariiiA innst bn made, and boldly re¬ 
commended preparations. 

F.arly in 177G, he was sent as one of a rum 
mission lo Canada, lo iiidncu the people iil' 
that province lo join us in opposing the moth 
ercmmlry. Tho disasters wliich had previ¬ 
ously licfalinn onr arms in that quarter reii 
dereil tin- mission inrireetual. He reliiriird in 
Jmiii, I77li, and instantly repaired to Ihccon- 
veiilion of Marvland, uf which ho was a ineiii- 
lier; anil ‘lliem urging them lo withdraw Ihe 
imttrnclions they hud given their delegates in 
congress, not lo vole for irilepenilence, iit'| 
length siicceriled. He was appointed n dele¬ 
gate lo con-gress. On Ihu righiceiilh of July, 
he prasenled hls^-rcdcnlials lu Ihe continental 
cun-gress at Philadelphia, and on tho second 
day of Aii-giist following siibscrihril his naifir 
lu the iinmorlal instinment. He was coiisiit 
ereil at tho lime, as one of Ihe most fearless 
men of tho age; fur ho had more lo risk, in 
(loitil of properly, than any other man in Ihe 
whole ciimiiiunily, llnncock not excepted.— 
On the first day ho entered congress he was 
nppointeil lo Ihe board of war, of which he 
was an clficient member.

The Seotliah Thistles .—This ancient ein 
hli'iii of Scottish pugnacity, with its motto, JN'e 
tlio me impiaie ticessil, is represjuited of various 
species in royal hearings, coins, and coals of 
armour; so that there is some dillicnity in'say 
ing which is the genuine original Ihislle. The 
origin of the national badge itselfis thus band 
ed down hy tradition;—When the Danes in 
vaded Scotland, it was deemed unwarliko Itj 
alinck an enemy i:i the pitch darkness of night 
instead of a pitched bulilo hy day; but on one 
occasion the invaders resolved lo avail them 
selves of this stratagem; and in order to pre 
vent their tramp from being heard, they 
marched barefooted.. They had tiius nev‘^ 
the Srotlish foice unobserved, when a Dane 
unluckily stepped with his naked foot upon 
superbly prickly thistle, and instictively utter 
ed a cry of pain, which discovered the assault 
to the Scots, who ran lo their arms, and de¬ 
feated the foe with a terrible slaughter. The 
thiillu was immediately ado|iled as Ibe in 
signia of Scotland.
